No,-l.—There hasn't been much | 
traffic this summer on the road| 
between Okeechobee and Canal | 
Point on the east "side of Lake 
‘Okeechobee and there isn't much 
travel now. 

No. 2—A lot of settlers have 
come into that territory this sum- 
mer and they are still “coming. 
The two things don't seem to 

jibe, but they are facts, 

"When this road, Conners high- 
way, was being built in 1924 
(eight years ago) Old Man Con- 
ners and the rest of us thought a 
big boom would follow. Jack Bar- 
rett and Claud Santee were in,the 
real estate business in 1925, and| 

Jack and I figured out that in the} 
30 miles from Canal Point to the| 

. foot of Parrott avenue there was| 
space for just so many lots 50x140 
feet on both sides of the road and | 
we weré.kind of worried that the 
number wasn't enough to provide | 
lots for all the people we thought. 
would be wanting them. Some lots 
along there were '»old—not to 
people who figured on living there 
but.people who figured on. resell- 
ing at a profit. Actual settlers 
didn't come at the very time lots 
of motorists were whizzing by. 

Now the settlers are coming in 
but travel on the road is light? 

"Used to be a filling station at 
‘Utopia and another"at Upthegrove 
Beach and another at the old road 
house just before you get to the 
foot of Parrott avenue. For a while 
there wis a filling station near the 
fish hatchery, The pumps may be 
there now but there are no fill- 
ing stations in operation. DeWitt 
; Upthegrove put in a filling station 
just this side of Chancy bay but 
he quit selling gas—there wasn't 
enough business. There wasn't 
* emough travel on the road to jus- 

tify any of them in operating fill- 
ing stitions this summer. They 
don't know whether they will open 
up this fall or not. But the settlers 
are coming in even if the motorists 
aren't whizzing by. 

The settlers, in the main, are 
ppor people who don't mind béing 
Called poor people, they call fhem- 
selves that. Most of them are 
squatters; they are people who 
‘wanted a'place to live andia placé 
to work, and in the past they 
couldn't buy land because the land 

monopolists, the land barons, ‘held 
the price of land too "high—the 
land companies-wanted to sell the 
land to tourist suckers at prices 
that the natives (and the owners, 
too) knew was more than it 
worth. f
